What isReHgion P—True religion, one j 


has very 
happily observed, is 
that j 


which makes a good man better; which 
renders one pious towards God ; con- 
formed to the pattern of his Saviour;

If you see him 
contentious about religion, condemn- 
ing all who think not as he does—mure 
zealous lo make proselytes lo his own 
party an;! opinion than to make good 
men of his proselytes, whatever you 
may think of his heart, you will at least 
conclude that his zeal is not according 
to his judgment.

to regard as respectable. It appeals to 
every prejudice which may betray men 
into a mistaken view of their own in- 
terests ; and to every passion which 
may lead them to disobey the impulses 
of their understanding. 
It tiroes all 


the specious topics of State Rights and 
national encroachment, against t h a t 
which a great majority of the States 
have affirmed to be rightful, and in 
which all of them have acquiesced—• 
It sows, in an unsparing manner, the 
seeds of jealousy, and ill \vill against 
that government of which its author is 
the official head. 
It raises a cry that 


liberty is in clanger, at the very moment 
when it puts forth claims Jo power 
heretofore unknown and unheard of — 
It affects alarm for the public freedom, 
when nothing,so much endangers that' 
freedom as its own unparalleled preten- 
ces. 
This, even, is not all. It mani- 


festly seeks to influence the p'oor a- 
gainst the rich ; it wantonly attacks 
whole classes of the people, for the pur- 
pose of turning against them the preju- 
dices and resentments of other classes. 
It is a Stale paper which finds no topic 
too exciting for its usej; no passion too 
inflammable for its address and its so- 
licitation. 
Such is rhis message. 
It 


remains now, for the People'of the li- 
nked States, to choose 
between-the 


principles here avowed, and their gov- 
ernment. These cannot subsist togeth- 
er. 
The one or the other must be re- 


jected. 
If the sentiments of.the mes- 


sage shall receive general approbation, 
the constitution will have perished,even 
earlier than the moment which its ene- 
mies originally allowed for the termina- 
tion of its existence. 
It will not have 


survived its fiftieth year."
